Truganina Swamp 
Drainage Work 


. A two-lane bridge across the 
Truganina Swamp Channel at 
Queen Street will be built to- 
wards the end of the year, 
announced the Chairman of- the 
Board of Works (Mr. A. H. 
Croxford) last week. 

Work on the outlet drain and 
levee banks, estimated to cost 
$200,000, started several weeks 
ago. 5 

Cost of the whole scheme is 
expected to be $300,000 of which 
the State Government: will con- 
Fibute $220.00. . - 

Mr. Croxford said the work, 
designed ta serve a catchment 
area of about 15,500 acres, would 
consist of an unlined channel 
about 380 fit. wide and 6,900 ft. 
jong, with ancillary earthworks. 

These would comprise the fill- 

ing of Jand north of Purrell St., 
West Altona, and the construc- 
tion of a levee bank 5.000 ft. 
long generally parallel to Bell 
Avenue, Purne! St. and Galvin 
Street. 
* The channel would drain Tru- 
ganina Swamp, the petro-chemi- 
val complex area, the eastern 
end of Laverton township and 
remove the risk of flooding in 
the developed part of West 
Altona. © 

A feature ‘of the channel con- 
struction is the use of a relative- 
ly searce type of excavator, 
namely a 4 cubic yard ‘‘Mani- 
towao” dragline. 

The low lying, swampy nature 
of the ground traversed by the 
channel limited the. excavation 
method to this type of machine, 
which is designed for use in poor 
bearing ground.

The Board of Works has ac- 
cepted tenders for further work 
in connection with the Western 
No. 2 Purification plant at 
Altona, at a total estimated cost
